Q. D UT does not St. Paul, 1 Cor. xiv. condemn the uſe 
of znknown tongues in the liturgy of the Church? 
A. He has not one word in that whole chapter of the 
liturgy of the Church; but only reprehends the abuſe of the 
gift of tongues, which ſome amongſt the Corinthians were 
guilty of, who, out of oſtentation, affected to make exhor- 
tations or temporary prayers in their aſſemblies in languages 
utterly unknown, which for want-of an intefpreter could 
be of no edification to the reft of the faithful. But this 
is far from being the practice of the Catholic Church; 
where all exhortations, ſermons, and ſuch like inſtructions, 
are made in the vulgar language; where no new unknown 
extemporary prayers are recited, but the ancient public 
liturgy and office of the Church, which by long uſe are 
well known, at leaſt as to the ſubſtance, by all the faithful ; 
where, in fine, there is no want of interpreters, ſince the 
people have the Church Office interpreted in their ordinary 
prayer- books; and the Paſtors are commanded to explain 
to them the myſteries contained in the Maſs.— Council of 
Trent, 10 22. chap. 8. : ; 
Q. But why does the Church celebrate Maſs in Latin, 
rather than in the vulgar language? 
A. 1}, Becauſe it is her ancient language, uſed in all 
her ſacred offices, even from the Apoſtles days, throughout 
all the Veſtern parts of the world; and therefore the 
Church, which hates novelty, deſires to celebrate her 
liturgy in the ſame language as the ſaints have done for ſo 
many ages. 2dly, For a greater wnformty in the public 
worſhip ; that ſo a Chriſtian, in whatſoever country he 
chances to be, may ſtill find the liturgy performed in the 
ſame manner, and in the ſame language, to which he is 
accuſtomed at home: and the Latin is certainly of all lan- 
guages the moſt proper for this, as being the moſt univer- 
ally ſtudied and known. 34%, To avoid the changes to 
which all vulgar languages, as we find by experience, are 
daily expoſed : for the Church is unwilling to be chopping 
and changing her lit rgy at eyery turn of language.

Cyrus by name ages before that monarch was 
born, and led him from victory to victory till 
the Empire of Babylon was overthrown, and a 
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way opened for the re-eſtabliſhment of the holy 
city of Jeruſalem, appears to have called and 
united theſe great powers, to cruſh the common 
enemy of thrones and of religion, and has hi- 
therto led their armies and fleets from victory to 
victory, till a proſpect has opened to a general 
peace, and eventually to the re-eſtabliſhment of 
the true religion. I 

Already have peace and harmony returned to 
our Siſter Kingdom; and Italy, Italy where was 
eſtabliſhed the ſeat of religion, the Chair of 
Peter, has received back her miniſters of the 
altar, her churches, her colleges, ſeminaries, con- 


vents, and religious; already does that happy 
country hear again the praiſes of God reſound 
from thouſands of choirs, again ſee her children 
bleſſed with the word of God, bleſſed with the 
moſt adorable Euchariftic Sacrifice, and nouriſh. 
ed by the- fountains of grace and life, the moſt 
Holy ſacraments of the Church. 
However we may ſtill be apprehenſive and 
tremble in our hopes from what is left unac- 
compliſhed, we have found comfort in what bas 
been accompliſhed, and we wiſh you to ſhare it 
with us, and to join in the moſt-grateful acknow- 
ledgments for ſo ſignal a blefling. We have 
not yet ſeen the deſtroying angel. ſheath his 
word; we know not that the vial of divine 
| wrath 
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wrath has yet been entirely emptied: our vene- 
Table Pontiff has been led away into captivity, 
and we his children, in vain anxiety enquire after 
his abode: nor do we know whether he be now 
living, or dead: perhaps his Holineſs may now 
be confined within the walls of a doleful pri- 
ſon; perhaps the reverence ſhewn by a pious 
peaſantry to the Vicar of their Redeemer, when 
conducted through their country, may now be 
ſucceeded by abuſe, cruelty, and uſage worſe 
than death. Many countries too and people 
Mal remain under the yoke of oppreſſion, and 
are fill compelled to eat the bread of affliction; 
yet mindful of the conſolation which is impart- 
ed, we ſay, Bleſſed be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Father 'of mercies and the 
God. of all comfort, who comforteth us in all our 
tribulation; and whatever diſtreſs may flill be 
ordained to fall upon us, let us uncealingly re- 
peat, thy will be done. 

It 1s a certain truth, that the tribulations 
which do come upon Chriflians in the preſent 
life, are ordained by the | providence of God. 
Whatever or whoever may be the immediate 
cauſe or occaſion of chem, God expreſsly wills 
ſuch ſufferings and tribulations, Hoy clear are 
the terms in which the ſacred ſcripture declares 
this great truth! In che book of Eccleſiaſticus 
we read, Good things and evil, life and death, 
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poverty and riches are from God. Eecleſiaſticus xi. 

14. And in the firſt book of Kings, (or of Sa- 

muel,) it is ſaid in expreſs terms, The Lord 
maketlt poor and maketh rich, he humbletk and he 
 exalteth, 1 Kings, ii. 7. Wherever the Almighty 
foretells by his prophets the calamities about to 
fall on bis people, he declares himſelf io be the 
author of them. Hear the prophets, hear Moſes; * 
I will viſit you with poverty; I will ſend in upon 

you the beaſts of the field to deſtroy you; I will 
bring in upon you the ſword; 1 will deſtroy 

your land; I will ſcatter you among the Gen- 

tiles. Leviticus xxvi. Hear Iſaiah; I am the 

Lord, I form the light and create darkneſs; I 
make peace and create evil; I the Lord that do 

all theſe things. Iſaiah xlv. 6, *. Hear Amos; 

Shall there be evil in a city which the Lord hath 

not done? iii. 6. Hear alſo the ſervants of God 
from the beginning of time. To the will of 
the Almighty they referred whatever afflictions 

befell them; and we hear them declaring, on 

that ground, their entire ſubmiſſion to them,

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ow heavy, how excruciating were the ſuf. 
ferings of the ſervant of God, Job! and under 
the loſs of all bis children, and of his property, 
under the moſt loathſome diſeaſe or ulcer with 
which he was ſtruck from the top of his head to-

tuous man cry out? Did he ſay. the Lord gave, 
and the Sabeans, Chaldeans, or Satan have taken 
away? Na: he looked beyond the immediate 
cauſe of his ſorrows, he raiſed his eyes to hea- 
ven, to the inviſible hand of his juſt God; and 
ſaid] The Lord gave and the Lord hath taken 
away, as it has pleaſed the Lord, fo is it done, 
bleſſed be the name of the Lord. Job i. 21. If 
we have received good things at the hand of 
God, why ſhould we not receive evil? ii. 10. 
The Almighty was pleaſed to foretell the ruin 
which he was about to ſend upon the family of 
the High Prieſt Heli. Samuel, to whom the 
Lord had revealed the intended chaſtiſement, 
made the whole known to the High: Prieſt, and 
he immediately replied, It is the Lord: let him 
do what is good in his fight. - 1 Kings, iii. 18.— 
When King David was flying from Jeruſalem, 
flying for ſafety from the fword' of his rebellious 
ſon Abſolom, we read that Semei; of the kin- 
| dred of the houſe of Saul, came out of Bahurim, 
threw flones at the perfon of the king, and curſed 
bim. So outrageous an act provoking the guards, 
it is recorded that Abiſai wiſhed to kill him, to 
cut off his head.

band of his ſervant, and replied, The Lord hath 
bid him curſe David, and who is he that ſhall dare 
ay why hath he done ſo?

It is then a certain truth, that all the ſufferings 
and calamities which come -upon people, who- 
ever or whatever may be the immediate occaſion 
of them, are appointed by the Almighty: that he 
expreſsly wills ſuch afflictions. And ſhall not we 
ſubmit in patient reſignation to the appointments 
of God? Shall we ſay, Why hath he done ſo? 
Is not the will of God always holy ? always juſt? 
always to be adored ? Temporal calamities, eſpe- 
cially ſuch as are general, are oftentimes.the pu- 
niſhment of ſin, The ſacred ſcriptures record 
ſeveral inſtances of theſe judgments of Heaven 
upon the ſins of men. They may.proceed from 


| the malice of the wicked, or from natural cauſes; 
but wicked men, and natural cauſes, are no more 
than the inſtruments God makes. uſe of to execute 
his orders. Not only the world periſhing by the 
deluge, Sodom and Gomorrha conſumed by fire, 
the Canaanites cut off by the ſword, but all the 
calamities which fell upon the people of the Jews, 
their cruel ſlavery. under Salmanaſar and Nabu- 
chodonoſor, the dreadful perſecution under An- 
tiochus, and the laſt total ſubverſion of their 
nation under the Romans, were clearly the 
work of God avenging ey many and grievous 
crimes. 


And 
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And if our Father ſend calamities upon us, have 
not we ſinned ? Have not we done evil before 
the Lord ? Have not our crimes been multiplied 
in his ſight? Have not they cried unto Heaven 


for vengeance? Can it be a ſubje& of aſtoniſh- 
ment that the Lord in his anger ſhould Tebuke 
the land? that he ſhould bring in the ſword ? 
ſhould viſit us with poverty, and take away thoſe 
poſſeſſions with which he had bleſſed us in his 
goodneſs: ſeeing we have employed them to 
offend him, to violate his commandments, and 
to promote vice, 

Were God to treat us with rigour, we all 
ae his ſevereſt chaſtiſements: and as the 
greateſt temporal calamities are leſs evils than 
the leaſt offence of our God, and the overturn- 
ing thrones and empires are à leſs diſorder in the 
univerſe than is the committing of ſin; who can 
be ſurpriſed, that to puniſh ſin, God ſhould at 
certain times. ſtrike the mighty, and overthrow 
fovereigns and whole kingdoms ? 
| Notwithſtanding, we are not always to look upon 
public afflictions as the chaſtiſements of ſin: they 
are oftentimes trials of virtue, and ſent upon the 
moſt faithful and moſt holy people. The books 
of the Old and New Teſtament diſplay this con- 
ſoling truth in almoſt every page: they hold up 
to our view the ſufferings of the greateſt men 

the 
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the world ever knew, for our encouragement in 
patience, and for our edification in the great 
virtue of conformity to the will of God. How 
many were the trials of the Patriarchs Abraham, 
Iſaac, and Jacob! how many and how grievous 
were the ſufferings of the Prophets, of Elias, 
Haiah, Daniel, &c.! of Job, Tobias, and the 


Maccabees! of St. John Baptiſt, of the ſacred 
college of the Apoſtles, of the whole army of 


Martyrs, of thouſands of moſt holy Confeſſors, 
Virgins, and Widows, in almoft every age of 
the Church! Shall theſe friends of God have 
been appointed to go through. many tribulations, 
to wander about afflicted and diſtreſſed in deſarts 
and in mountains? ſhall they, of whom the world 
was, not worthy, have had trials of mockeries' and 
ſtripes, of bands and of priſons : ſhall thouſands 
of theſe veſſels of election have ſuffered the loſs 
of their property, have moreover been ftoned, 
or racked, or cut aſunder, or put to death by the 
fword: and ſhall we think it ſtrange that a ſhare 
of the like ſufferings be ordained for us? Is it 
a new thing that has happened in our days? 
Have paſt. ages never witneſſed ſimilar tribula- 
tions? ls it not through many tribulations we 
muſt enter into the kingdom of God? Have 
we forgotten: the conſolation which ſpeaketh to 


us as to children, faying, My /on, neglect not the 
diſc ipline 
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discipline of the Lord, neither be thou wearied whi R 


thou art rebuked by him: for whom the Lord loveth 


he chaſtifeth ; he ſcourgethi every ſon whom he re- 
ceiveth. Heb. 12. Why ſhould we repine, if 


God deal with us, as with his ſons? 


We will then with the Apoſtle bleſs our God 


and adore his holy name, for that he has remem- 


bered mercy and imparted great conſolation to 
alleviate the calamities under which we have ſo 


long wept. He has preſerved our own nation 


in peace, and by her arms, and thoſe of herallies, 
has reſtored to many ſtates and countries their 


liberty, their religion, and all thoſe bleſſings which 
our holy religion adminiſters to the afflifted— 
Bleſſed be, &c. And ſhould our Father ſtill con- 


tinue to chaſtiſe us, we will bow down in patient 


ſubmiſſion, and in our ſorrows find comfort from

THE ENGLISH POOR CLARES, LATE OF AIRE, IN ARTO1S, 
Had been, for the laſt ſeven years, ſcarcely one day 
without apprehenſions, and ſeveral times expected death. 
Robertſpiere's intention to murder all Britiſh-born ſubjects, 
and his tyranny in general, has been amply detailed in 
many publications; nor need I repeat the dangers to which 
this worthy Community have been expoſed in perſons as 
well as property. I ſhall relate only what preceded their 
coming over. FRE | r= bY IS. ER 
On the 2oth of February, 1798, the Rev. Thomas 
Pacificus Kington, their Chaplain, was arreſted,” and con- 
fined to his own houſe; neither allowed to- perform the 
divine ſervice, nor converſe with the Nuns.” On the 24th 
all the Community were arreſted, and a guard placed with- 
in and without their convent, During their confinement 
they ſuffered much from ſhort allowance and want of 
neceſſaries. On the 14th of May their Vi was re- 
moved to the common priſon of the town.

In this diſperſed ſtate they experienced many civilities from 
the pesper: lf 7 Er ies 5495 roars vie:

X TJ HILST the venerable Pontiff was confined by the 
VV perfjdions French in the Convent of the Carthufians 
near Florence, they were exacting an oath of hatred to 
no anarchy at Rome, which, though his perſon 
was then in their power, he condemned with the uſual 
forms, This was dated the zoth of January, 1799; but 
his Holineſs had on the 16th written a letter to Monſeigneur 
Paſſarin, who had been obliged to quit Rome before his 
letter arrived, by whoſe abſence the care of the dioceſe 
fell to Monf. Boni, who, notwithſtanding the riſk to which 
he expoſed himfelf, publiſhed the Pope*s orders, with his 
own {ubmiſſion to them. Some perſons had taken the oath 
with a referved meaning, to whom his Holineſs, with vis 
uſual paternal affection, addrefled letters, written with his 
own hand, entreating them to retract, as the very expla- 
nation made by the Magiſtrates before they adminiſtered 
the oath rendered their reſerve null and void. 

About this time the French exiled Biſhops in England 
addreſſed a letter to his Holineſs, expreſſive of their reſpect, 
ſubmiffion, and condolence for his fufferings, to which he 
returned an anſwer, written in Latin, that filled eight ſheets 
of paper. It is full of the moſt exalted ideas, and of gra- 
titude for the generous hoſpitality with which the Britiſh 
ſubjects, as well as their auguſt Sovereign, have received 
and. entertained the unfortunate Exiles for religion. and 
loyalty, This letter, written in the bitter moments of his 
adverfity, renders it worthy public attention. Why it has 
not been made more known 1s difficult to gueſs. -

the Maſter of the Chateau was anxious to ſhew him ever 

attention which could refreſh him after the fatigues of his 
journey, For theſe two days the large Court of the Chateau 
was day and night filled with the peaſants from the neigh- 


bourhood, who proſtrated themſelves as ſoon as the Pontiff 


appeared, ſaluted him with acclamations, and entreated 
his bleſſing. _ : 

The Chateau is two leagues beyond Grenoble. This 
department was choſen as the reſidence of Pius VI. that he 
might not be obliged. to ſtop in the = of Grenoble, where 


he might have been inſulted by the Jacobins. From the 


ſame conſideration, it was agreed that his Holineſs ſhould 
quit his litter at the Chateau, and that he ſhould mount 
his carriage with a view of paſſing more ſpeedily through 
the city by means of ſome good horſes. The people re- 
garded this precaution as diſhonourable ; they unharneſſed 
the horſes, and threatened to burn the carriage if they 


were not ſuffered to carry the Pope in his litter, and they 
offered to arm themſelves to protect him from inſult, It 


was neceſſary to conſent to what the people ſo peremptorily 
demanded. The whole city of Grenoble went before the 
Pontiff, as they had done at Gap, at Vizile, and on the 
whole of his route. This immenſe crowd proſtrated them- 
ſelves, entreated the bleſſing of the Pope, and diſplayed 


the greateſt ſentiments of reſpect, and the mot lively de- 


monſtrations of intereſt and of ſenſihility. In the midft 
of this numerous aſſemblage, Pius VI. paſſed through the 
city of Grenoble, always enen by the ſame ac- 
clamations, and the ſame demonſtrations of reſpect. This 
public and folemn declaration of the people of all ranks 
and of all fituations reſtrained the Jacobins. They kept 
back, and the proceſſion was made tranquilly without the 
leaſt accident, "This proceſſion continued to Vairon, which 
is fix leagues from Grenoble, upon the road to Lyons, 
There the Maſter of Vizile terminated his miſſion, and 
delivered over the Pope into the hands of another perſon

frontiers of Dauphiny, There is no doubt that the poopie:

His coun- 
tenance, calm and ſerene, announced the greateſt tranquil- 
lity of ſoul, to which the moderation of his diſcourſe was 
perfectly conformable. He did not A moved by the 
injuſtice of his lot, nor vain of the affecting reception he 
received. He diſplayed in the whole of his conduct a cou- 
rage ſuperior to bis misfortunes, and notwithſtanding his 
being 82 years of age, and fatigued with ſo long a journey, 
he ſeemed to enjoy ſuch a degree of health, as to give to 
bis body a vigour equal to that of his ſoul, 
- Two: circumſtances. happened while he was paſting 
through Dauphiny, which afforded a ſingular contraſt. 
General Championnet, ci-devant cook to the Hotel of the 
Princes at Grenoble, paſſed through that city, on his re- 
turn from Naples, on the ſame day that the Pope. was 
there: no attention was paid to the Carmagnol General. 
The ſame day the three Directors of the fallen Ciſalpine 
Republic alſo arrived at that place, and demanded a room 
of the Hotel of that City in which to hold their delibe.

Ambaſſador had claimed the body of Pius VI. in the name 
of his Court, in order to tranſport. it to Italy, but was 
refuſed, for that the corpſe had been conſumed with quick 
lime. Though their enmity to the Holy Pontiff cannot 
be doubted, their rage and jealouſy could not appear with 
more impotence; for ſhould it be ſo, that the Sacred Pontiff 
is no more, they cannot deprive him of that admiration, 
love, and gratitude, which his humiliations and ſufferings 
deeply impreſs on mankind; nor ean they efface that ab- 
Horrence of Gallic friendſhip and perfidy which the ſacred 
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page of hiſtory will tranſmit to lateſt

ſterity ; nor can 
they prevent a Succeſſion promiſed by Foſs Chriſt himſelf 
to his Church on earth.—But where are his faithful attend- 
ants!

13 Trappiſts Monks and Nuns, who were baniſhed 
Switzerland by the French, and had made ſome ſta 
in the Auſtrian territories, ſet off in the winterly mont 
of November, 1798, for Ruſſia, where they had been in- 
vited. They were moſt graciouſly received by the Emperor 
Paul and his Imperial Conſort. Immediately they ordered 


every aſſiſtance for them to eſtabliſh Convents for both - 
ſexes, Each of theſe Communities cönſiſt of above one 


hundred perſons; and another very numerous Convent, of 


the ſame order of Nuns, had quitted Germany when this 
account came away, The Abbot who went with the firſt 
colony of Trappiſts has written a narrative of their recep 

tion: the Empreſs preſented the Princeſs Louiſa of Conde 


with ſeveral beautiful rings of very great value; but the 


Princeſs declined accepting them, being contrary to the 
way of life ſhe had embraced. The Abbot ſays-he was 
furpriſed to ſee on the deſk the Empreſs uſually prays at 
ſeveral French ſpiritual books, particularly thoſe written 
by the Abbe Boudron. 8 .

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In the dioceſe of Parma, a young man, of the name of 
Paquanari, ſome time back intended embracing the Car- 
melite rule of life ; on communicating his intention to his 
Confeſſor, he diſſuaded him from it, telling him, he was 
deſigned for a greater purpofe. This youth is at this time 
about 26 years of age, of a grave but pleafing countenance, 
very affable, but untutored by art. He was at a loſs to 
know what his Confeſſor meant; but he ſoon found, by 
his frequent conferences, that he was to as, a new So- 
ciety, THE Fairn or JEs us. He was ſoon joined by 
ſeveral young men, 'Their rule was that of St. Ignatius, 
Their numbers increaſed daily, and their merit was ſoon 
made known to his Holineſs, who ſent for Mr. Paquanari, 
and, on his approach, the good Pontiff ſhed tears :— 
© Go on,” ſaid vs * in your good purpoſes ; but let the 
firſt thing you do be to take a journey to the Abbe Broglio:

But, before Mr. Paquanari could ſet out, the French 
became maſters of Rome, and this good man, with his 
companions, were arreſted, Mr. Paquanari was ſent pri- 
ſoner to the Caſtle of St. Angelo, and confined in the ſame 
room in which the late General of the Jeſuits died. After 
twelve months, he, with his companions, were brought to 
trial, and, nothing being found againſt them, they were 
acquitted, 2 5 

Mr. Paquanari now undertook the journey to Vienna 
with confidence, as the Holy Pontiff had adviſed. Abbe 
e 0 was at Hagenbrun, the name of the place where 
the Emperor had given him a houſe. His Holineſs's re- 
8 was made known, and ſoon conſented to by Abbé 

roglio. They were introduced to the Emperor, who gave 
them two houſes, one at Venice, the other at Padua. On

Ou the roth of October 1793, a cruel decree, by which 
the ſubjeRs of his Britannic Majeſty reſident in France 
were ſtripped of their property, and impriſoned, was framed 
by the rulers of that country. The pretext, which ſerved 
to cloak this inhuman proceeding, was the ſuppoſed indig- 
nity ſhewa to the French nation in the perſon of Beauvais, 
one of the repreſentatives of the people. This man wag: 
ſaid to have been put to death by the Engliſh at Toulon; 
and, as Barrere ſtated in his report to the Convention, not 
to have ſuffered like a freeman, but to have been hanged 
like a ſlave. After the recapture of Toulon, Beauvais was. 
found alive and in good health. It then appeared that his 
conduc had expoſed him to the reſentment of his eountry- 
men, and that he had been indebted for his fafety to the 
generous protection of the Britiſh officers. Impreſſed with 
the noble behaviour of the enemies of his country, he fer 
off for Paris, with a full determination to make known the 
humanity of the Engliſh. towards him; but he was diſ- 
patched on the road by the ſecret orders of the Committee 
of Public Safety, - ER | 
Ihe decree framed in. conſequence of an impudent and 


malicious falſehood, was immediately carried into execu- 


tion. The ſubjects of his Britannic Majefty were deptived 
of their effects, taken into cuſtody, and left to depend, for 
the common neceſſaries of life, on the generolity of the: 
Great Nation. Difliking the thoughts of a painfal. im- 
conſequences. of this 
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cruel treatment, and deprived of the means of ſerving my 

friends any longer, I thought it time to concert meaſures 

for my perſonal ſafety, and to ſecure a ſpeedy and honour- 
able retreat. > _» Th . 

Having formed my reſolution of eſcaping, I left on the 
12th of October 1793 the Engliſh College at Douay, in. 
which I had been Profeſſor of Rhetoric ; and before the 


arrival of the Commiſſioners, who were directed to execute 


perceived by the guards. I immediately repaired to the 
country houſe belonging to the College, ſituated in the 
village of Eſquerchin, about three miles from Douay. My 
deſign was to ſpend the evening in that place; and, after 
taking 1 0 meaſures for my eſcape, to leave it the next 
morning. Searcely had I reached the village of Eſquerchin, 
when I was met and accoſted by a ſtranger, whom I con- 
fidered as a tutelary angel ſent from heaven to aſſiſt me in 
my diſtreſs. Perceiving me to be an Engliſhman, he aſked 
me, if I had no apprehenſion of appearing ſo publicly at 
fo critical 1 . 1 informed him, that I was then me- 
ditating my efcape, and was repairing to our country houſe 
for that purpoſe. After a ſhort pauſe, he addreſſed me to 
the following effect: Sir, if you hope to ſucceed in this 
* hazardous undertaking, I will ſuggeſt to you an excel- 
« lent plan. Proceed to the village of Eſquerchin, en- 
4 deavour to obtain a paſſport from the Mayor, and direct 
«© your courſe to Mons, where you will be in the vicinit 
of the allied armies. I am perſonally connected wich 
done of the proprietors of the coal pits in thoſe parts; 
= *<* and to conceal the object of your journey, you may be 
= * the bearer of a commiſſion for coals to a conſiderable 
* amount. Relate your ſtory privately to my friend, and 
„ mention my name; he will underftand the reft.” I ac- 
cepted the commiſſion, thanked him for his kindneſs, and 
we parted. Pleaſed with my new character of a coal-mer- 
chant, as I thought it an excellent diſguiſe, I proceeded 
in high fpirits to the country houſe, prepared every thing 
necelfary for my efcape, and fixed. my departure at four 
o'clock the next morning. The proſpect appeared to me 
ſufficiently cheering ; and I was adjuſting my little affairs 
n calmneſs, when ſuddenly my plan was 
defeated, and my hopes fruſtrated. % „„

the hazard of my life. I aſſured him that I was but a pri- 
vate individual. in the houſe, unauthorized to aſſume any 


command, and that conſequently I could tranſmit no or- 


ders to the young men of whom he ſpoke; that as to the 
effects I believed that every thing valuable had been taken 
away, and that nothing remained, which he might eaſily 
diſcover by examining the different apartments. He ap- 

ared greatly diſſatisfied with this anſwer, and repeated 
bin menaces, aſſuring me that he had ſurrounded the houſe 
with forty armed guards, and that nothing remained for 


an innocent and a helpleſs 1 in his hands, he might 
do with me what he pleaſed, but that I was unable to give 
him any farther ſatisfaction as to the particulars which he 


ment, telling him I thought that the beſt method of 
adjuſting matters between us. His republican fierceneſs 
was by this time conſiderably abated ; he accepted the 
invitation, and became eaſy and familiar. 4 

After this followed the ſolemn ceremony of putting the 
national ſeals on the doors of the different apartments in 


the houſe, I was deſired to attend. We viſited the rooms, 


the minutes of the proceedings, and the officer attended 
to give a ſolemn ſanction to the buſineſs. All the valuable 
effects had been before removed ; and little remained to be 
ſecured. for the nation, but decayed bedfteads, tattered 
curtains, and old chairs. A comical ſolemnity accompa- 
nied. the ſcene. The Mayor, who wrote the account of 
the proceedings, would ſometimes diſtinguiſh the doors by

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then inſiſt that the doors ſhould he diſtinguiſhed in the 
minutes by the colour of the paint. A fingular debate 
would often take place on thoſe occaſions, which could be 
terminated only by the interpoſition of the Officer. In the 
courſe of theſe reſearches, my attendants deſired to ſee the 
cellar, where they found a ſtore of excellent wine. They 
treated themſelves with ſuch a quantity of it, as produced 
no ſmall degree of merriment; and prudently reſerved 
What remained for ſome future day of mirth. To con- 
ceal it with more ſecurity, they ordered me in the name 
of the law to retire. | 
After having placed the national feals on all the apart- 
ments of the houſe, theſe citizens, whofe wiſdom had been 
obſervably enlarged by the fumes of the wine, addreſſed 
me in a ſolemn manner, and charged me in the name 
of the nation to inform them, if any other place re- 
mained unſealed. I replied, that the only places of that 
deſcription, which occurred to me, were certain neceſſary 
apartments at the bottom of the court; and that if they 
thought proper to place the national ſeals on them, they 
might proceed thither. This prapoſal occaſioned much 
diverfity of opinion, 'The Mayor very gravely held the 
meaſure to be unneceſſary. The Commiſſary on the con- 
trary maintained with great force of lungs, and all the 
ſtrength of ruſtic eloquence, that neceſſary places ought 
to be ſealed, as well as other apartments, and ſeemed 
ſhrewdly to ſuppoſe; that the diſcovery of ſome concealed ii 
treaſure would reward their ſearch. Many weighty rea- 
ſons were urged on both ſides, when the Officer appearing 
to conſider this ſcene as a violation of the national dig- 
nity, interpoſed and put an end to this curious and enter- 
taining debate. The Commiſſary awed by his authority ad- 
dreſſed me in theſe words: Citizen, there is no farther 
* room for deliberation.”. After the concluſion of this 
buſineſs, which laſted the greateſt part of the night, I was 
eonducted to Douay, about ſeven o'clock in the morning, 
in the company of ſome of the ſtudents, and joined mz 
friends: in the priſon of the Scotch College. My plan of 
aſſuming the character of a eoal- merchant, and the other 
adventures which enſued, excited much merriment.. 
Of my Ray in the Scotch College, a houſe, which, by ln 
the forms of republican juſtice, had been taken from ſome 
of his Majeſty's ſubjects, and. converted into a priſon tor 
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honeſt men, I have very little to relate. My friends and 
myſelf were conſined there but four days, during which 
time, many of us were ſtowed together in the ſame room. 
The beds on which we repoſed in the night, were con- 
verted into ſeats in the day; we ate, we drank, we ſlept 
in the ſame apartment. On the fourth day of our confine- 
ment, (October 16) orders were iſſued by the department 
of Douay to ſend us to the citadel of Doulens in Picardy. 
On hearing this news, I was fully determined to attempt 
my eſcape. About two o'clock in the afternoon of the 
fame day, we were conveyed from the priſon at Douay 
under a guard of cavalry. It happened fortunately that 
the Officer who commanded the detachment of guards, was 
the ſame perſon who had taken me into cuſtody at our 
country houſe at Eſquerchin, With this man, whom I 
knew by the name of Citizen George, I was become fa- 
miliar. He gave me many aſſurances of kindneſs, pitied 
my misfortunes, and thoſè of my friends, and entreated 
me to tell him, if he could do me any ſervice, Without 
diſcovering to him my intention of — my eſcape 
on the road, I thanked him for his goodneſs: from his 
behaviour, I had reaſon to think, that were I miſſed, 1 
ſhould not be purſued by his orders. Full of my deſign, 
I frequently left the waggons in which we were conveyed, 
went from one waggon to another, walked by the fide of 
the Officer, converſing familiarly with him. Often did 1 


attempt to conceal myſelf behind the thickets, or in places 


remote from public view, but was as often prevented by 
the vigilance of the guards. I looked into every corner, 
I ſurveyed every lurking-hole with the moſt diligent ob- 


| ſervation, but without effect. I now began to deſpair of 


executing my deſign, when by the bleſſing of the Almighty, 


to whoſe bounty I am indebted for peculiar protection at 


this as well as at every other period of my life, a favour- 


able moment came, of which I availed myſelf with the 
utmoſt alacrity, | | | _ 
It was evening; the waggons were at ſome diſtance 
from each other, and the attention of the guards was of 
courſe more divided; or, what is more probable, their vi- 
gilance was conſiderably relaxed. We had juſt entered a 
village ſituated at the bottom of a conſiderable declivity ; 


while ſome of the waggons advanced, and by the irregu- 


= /arity of the road were ſoon out of ſight, the reſt were 
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gently proceeding down the hill. I embraced. this happy 


moment, alone and unperceived retired to a poor babita- 


tion on the ſide of the road, and begged the fayour of en- 
Joying the comfort of a fire. A poor honeſt woman, the 
wife of a day-labourer, and her aged parent, gave me a 


King. reception; the door was ſhut, and I ſeated myſelf by 
Here I remained in ſome agitation, while the priſoners 
and guards were paſſing by the door; fortunately. no one 
entered the houſe at this critical moment, when I might 


have been eaſily diſcovered, The name of this village is 
St. Laurent; it is but a ſmall diſtance from Arras, at Which 


place the priſoners ſoon arrived. The gates of that town 


were ſhut at an early hour, and I was relieved from the ap- 
Na en of being purſued. After I had been 1a this 
houſe for ſome time, the huſband of the good woman who 
had ſo kindly received me, returned home from the lahours 
of the day. He ſat by me, and ſpoke in a civil and obliging 
manner. My dreſs, my appearance, my converſation, ar 

particularly the depreſſion of ſpirits which I betrayed, na- 
turally attracted his attention, and excited him to propoſe 


ſuch queſtions as I was unwilling to anſwer. I was how- 
| ever queſtioned ſo cloſely, that I felt the neceſſity of giving 


ſome account of my ſituation. Perceiving in the counte- 


nance of this poor day-labourer a peculiar air of honeſty 


and candour, I ventured to aſk. him, if 1 could with confi- 
dence reveal to him a.ſecret which involved my perſonal 
ſafety? He generouſly replied :_ ** Speak without fear, I 
* will never hetray you.“ I then informed him of my real 
ſituation, and of that of my friends, and of the purpoſe for 
which. I had taken refuge in his houſe,” I repreſented my 
diſtreſs to him in ſo pathetic a manner, that his commiſe- 
ration ſeemed greatly excited; and he promiſed to give me 
all aſſiſtance in his power in my perilous ſituation, I 
thanked him for his generous behaviour, and told him that 
I begged only the favour of ſtaying a little longer in his 
heuſe, and of having ſome directions about the road which 
I deſigned to take. 9.2438 24 ha” 1 
About ten o'clock the ſame night, I left the houſe of 
this hoſpitable man, in very high ſpirits, and walked to 
the village of Eſquerchin, which I reached about two in 
the morning. My intention was to repair to the houſe of 
an honeſt man, who had Wy ſhewn me a great perſonal 


regard; but being diſturbed by a very general __ of 
| OBS, 
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| dogs, I thought it prudent to leave the village, and wander 


about till day-breax. I then returned to the houſe of my 
friend, in order to awaken him, and ſolicit his help. While 
I was waiting in much agitation at the door, a young man, 
whom TI had never before feen, came to.me from the op- 
polite fide of the road. His appearance afforded me much 
uneaſineſs, as I was unable to judge whether he was a friend 
or a foe, My embarrafſment however was ſoon removed 


by the kindneſs with which he aſſiſted me to awaken the 


ood people of the houſe. The wife of my friend imme- 
Giately undertook to conduct me to Flers, a village at the 
diſtance of about two miles. There others reſided, on 
whoſe active and benevolent exertions I could-ſafely de- 
pend. On the road to Flers, my guide cautioned me to 


walk at ſome diſtance from her, that, in caſe of accident, 


we might not both be taken. I obeyed her injunction; 
but the hazineſs of the morning, and the ſhorineſs of my 
fight, expoſed me to danger; for ſeeing before me a wo- 
man, whom I miſtook for my guide, I advanced to her as 
ſhe was entering a houſe, and diſcovered her to be a ſtranger. 


This accident threw me into ſome perplexity, as I knew not 
the houſe to which I was going, and I N it danger. 


ous to make any enquiries. I however found the neceſlity 
of aſking for the place, and was conducted to it, where 


I found my guide and her friends in much alarm, as they 


knew not what was become of me. | 

After the agitation of the preceding day, and the fatigue 
of the night, I found myſelf ſick and feveriſh ; but ſleep 
and refreſhment ſoon revived me. To prevent all danger 


of diſcovery, it was neceſſary to remain in a retired apart- 


ment, from which the day-light was excluded. Such 
was my diſtreſs in this particular, that I was obliged to 
place myſelf in the chimney, in order to have light to re- 
cite the divine office, About evening I received intelli- 
8 that a member of the College, the Rev. Mr. Devereux, 
1ad effected his eſcape from the guards in a ſimilar man- 
ner, and that he lay concealed in a neighbouring village. 
I obtained a guide, and went to join him. hile we 
were talking of our adventures, another member of the 


College, the Rev. Mr, Rickaby, made his appearance. He 


had eluded the vigilance of the guards by retiring behind 
a mow, and naturally repaired to that part of the country 
where our connections lay. As we were three in number,

E 
We directed our courſe to that place; but to our aſtoniſh- 
ment the boat was removed, and a ſtranger was ſtanding 
on the ſpot to which we were going, as if he had pur- 
ey taken that ſtation to diſconcert our plan.

enſive that intelligence of our deſign might be commu- 
nicated to the adminiſtrative bodies of Douay, we fled at 
the appearance of this ſtranger over marſhes: and dreary 
and pathleſs fields, and returned to the houſe of the farmer 
in great depreſſion of ſpirits. 3 


The next day (October 19) a report prevailed, that the 


Commiſſioners were expected from Douay to take cogni- 
zance of the affair. Our hoſt was alarmed; we were un- 
willing to expoſe him or his friends to danger. After 
ſome deliberation we agreed to retire to a loft in a barn 
at ſome diſtance from the houſe. This narrow receptacle 
was nearly filled with ſtraw; and room was ſcarcely. left 
for the reception of three perſons. Beſides, the barn was 
double, and one part of it belonged to people diſtinguiſhed 
by a ſpirit of democracy, who were employed at the time 
in thraſhing their corn. We were cautioned to obſerve a 
profound filence for fear of a diſcovery. To this forlorn 
place we retired, taking for our ſupport a jug of ale, bread 
and apples: here we ſpent a long and tedious day in ſilence, Jl 
in darkneſs and ſorrow. A great ſource of our perplexity 
was, that thoſe democratical perſons, who were thraſhing | 
corn in the adjoining part of he barn, might, in the inter- 
val of their e Tear our whiſpers, and the noiſe which 
we made in eating our hard apples. But we providentially nn 
remained in great ſecurity ; and when night approached nn 
took more eftetual meaſures than before to forward our ne 
eſcape. | | | 1 
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We advanced td a part of the canal, where we found by 
remnants of a broken bridge; there we fixed acroſs the 


ſtream a ladder, over the rounds of which we walked to 
the oppoſite fide, Our principal difficulty was now ſub- 
dued, and we proceeded with much confidence to a part 
of the French Netherlands, which was then in the poſſeſ- 
ſion of the Allied Armies. One hazard however remained, 
which conſiſted in eluding the vigilance of the republican 
patroles on the frontier. Our guide inadvertently con- 
ducted us within half a furlong of the guard-houſe, in 
which ſoldiers were ſtationed. This was indeed a moment 
of diſtreſs. The leaſt noiſe would have betrayed us. We 


walked along in the utmoſt trepidation and the moſt pro- 


found ſilence, and in about half an hour was*pronounced 


to be in a place of ſecurity. This, as may ealily be con- 


ceived, afforded us the moſt heartfelt joy, It was about 
four o'clock in the morning of the 2oth of October, 1793, 
when this fortunate event took place. We after that ſur- 
rendered ourſelves to the Auſtrian patroles at Coutiche, 
and were conducted to General Kray, the commanding 


officer at Orchies, who treated us with civility, and gave

OU obſerve that the narrative of my eſcape cloſes 


with my arrival at Orchies, one of the poſts of the Auſtrian 
army; and you expreſs a deſire of knowing whether I had. 


any communication with the Duke of York on that occa- 
hon. I have therefore to inform you, that at the period to 
which vou allude, I neither ſaw His Royal Highneſs, nor 
any officer of the Britiſh army. The only military man 
ot any diſliaQion, with whom Iv the honour of con- 


verſing 
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verſing in my flight from France, was General Kray, by 
whom] was politely received. He appeared to me to poſ- 
Teſs the manners and liberality of a gentleman; a character, 


which, in the eſtimation of his enemies; he has not for- 


feited amidf the confuſion of a long and bloody war. 
But though T have no perſonal acknowledg ments to make 
to the Duke of York, for any kindneſs which I experienced 
in an hour of difficulty and embarraſſment, yet I cannot 
omit the mention of a circumſtance, which reflects the 
higheſt degree of luſtre on the character of that gallant and 
humane Prince. The Maſters-and Students of the Engliſh 
College of Douay, whom I left on the road to Doulens, 
were confined during thirteen months in the citadel of that 
town. In this forlorn ſituation, at a great diſtance from 
their friends, they were often reduced to the utmoſt ex- 
tfemities of want. No proviſion was made by the huma- 
nity of the Republic for their ſubſiſtence : an inconſidera- 
ble allowance of bad bread was indeed furniſhed, but even 
that wretched ſupply was frequently delayed. Under this 
preſſure of diſtreſs, a plan was formed by ſome of the 
Students, of ſurmounting the obſtacles, which nature and 
art had thrown in their way, and of effecting their eſcape 
from the citadel, in which they were confined, In ſpite 
of the vigilance of the guards, fifteen of them executed 
this hazardous plam; with the help of a rope, which 
they took from a well in the citadel, they deſcended the 
wall, the height of which was from fifty to ſeventy feet. 
After crofling the country with infinite hazard and danger, 
and performing the journey of near forty miles in the ſpace 
of one night, they arrived ſafe on the frontier of France, and 
reached the head-quarters of the Britiſh army under the com- 
mand of the Duke of Vork. His Royal Highneſs beheld 
with the deepeſt concern the ſituation, to which young men 
of a liberal education had been reduced; he fincerely pitied 
their misfortunes, and was viſibly hurt at the wretched appear- 
ance which they made bath as to their perſons and dreſs ; he 
kindly enquired about their friends whom they had left 
in priſon, requeſted a liſt of their names undoubtedly for 
the ſame benevolent purpoſe, and with a generoſity pecu- 
liar to himſelf, gave to each one preſent an ample pecu- 
niary ſupply for the proſecution of his journey, 

This, Sir, is an inſtance of humanity which ſhould ne- 
ver be forgotten. It is an action worthy of a Prince and 
a-Hero ; and ovght to be recorded for the inſtruction and

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example of thoſe who have yet to learn, that the exerciſe 
of humanity, compaſſion and generoſity, adds the brighteſt

© "Thurſday the Ty inſtant the King received, with 
exceſſive grief, the melancholy news of the death of 
our Moſt Holy Father PIUS VI. which happened on the 
29th of Auguſt, at half paſt one in the morning, at Valence, 
on the Droma in France, being then 81 years, 8 months, 
and 2 days old, having governed the Church 24 years, 6 
months, and 14 days; in which, and in the mid of all the 

critical circumftances by which he was ſurrounded, he always 
ſhewed that ſerenity of mind which ariſes from ſolid vir- 
tue, and accompanies only the fouls of the juſt, During 
the eleven days of his illneſs, his lips were never opened 
bat to ſend forth praiſes to his Creator, to make proteſta- 
tions of his moſt humble ſubmiſſion to the decrees of Divine 
Providence, to implore bleſſings on the Church, on all its
